The Department has received eight applications 
for the position of teacher of the Eel Ground School, but, 
as the services of one of the applicants, Miss Laura ©. 
Geraghty, Will not be available until after next summer 
holidays, only seven of them have to be considerea, The 


names of the applicants are as follows-,

Two petitions have veen received from the Indians, 
one signed by the Chief and 26 members of the Band asking 
for the appointment of Miss Isaac; and the other signed 
by 13 Indians and 22 others, presumably whites, including 
the Parish Priest, asking for the reinstatement of Miss 
Schultz, 

Other things beiny equal it would appear politic 
to try to please the Indians in making this appointment; 
hence I think we should consider only the appiications 
of Miss Isaac and Miss Schultz, 

Miss Schultz previously taught this echool for 
nearly three years and was dismissed by Mr. Superintendent 


Irving 
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2. 


Irving without the authority of the Department, acting, as 
he considered, in the best interests of the Indians. Miss 
Schultz worked under a great disedvantage while at this 
school. The school was held in an Indian's house not 
centrally located; now they have a new school with modern 
equipment. But the fact remains that she holds no certifi- 
cate and her success is at best problematical, 

On the other hand Miss Isaac, who has the support 
of the larger number of Indians, has been in charge of the 
Maria school for %4 years. Her record there has been good 
and she would in all probability be still in charge of that 
school had it not been for the unfortunate friction which 
arose between Rev. J. D. Morin, our Agent, and herself, 
Miss Isaac holds an Elementary Diploma (Quebec) and under— 
stands the Micmac language, I quote from Mr. School Inspeétor 
Marquis last report on her work at Maria as follows,— 

*rn short, I am strongly convinced that the teacher, 
Miss Margaret Isaac, whose mother tongue is Micmac but who 
speaks English and French equally well, performs the teask 
that is entrusted to her with confidence and devotion and 
the pupils of this school receive careful education and 
instruction.” 

I am strongly of opinion that the best interests 
of the Indians would be served by the appointment of Miss 
Isaac. One essential to success is their good-will, and 
evidently the Chief and his followers would be antagonived 
were anyone else appointed, 

Of late the Department has been paying & great 
deal of attention to the betterment of day school conditions 
in New Brunswick and with an appreciable measure of success, 
Terefore the appointment of a new teacher at this juncture 
is one of paramount importance. While the Department is 
always glad to have the recommendations of members of 
Parliament in connection with these appointments and, other 


things

things being equal, to appoint their nominees, the interests 
of the school should receive the first consideration, 

In the present instance, in view of the strongly 
expressed wish of the Chief and Councillors, who are the 
leaders of their people and whose influence is essential 
to harmonious and effective work, for the appointment of 
Miss Isaac, I am afraid that any other course on the part 
of the Department would nullify any efforts to improve 
conditions on this reserve, which are not at present what 
they ought to be, 

Of course it would be pleasing to have Mr. Loggie's 
concurrence in Miss Isaac's appointment, and when the 
facts are laid before him I have no doubt that he will 
appreciate the desire for improvement which animates the 
Department, and be willing to aid in carrying out this 
policy by agreeing to the appointment of a qualified teacher 


who has the confidence of the Indians,

It subsequently followed, however, that she took up domestic 
science work, anu she was, therefore, allowed $100 fer this 
service, which gave her a total salary at the rate of $750, 
and ehe has been paid at this rate from the date of her appoint- 
ment. In view of the above, ee are of opinion that Miss Cahoon 
is receiving a fuir remuneration. Her salary compares favourably 
with thet paid to teachers having her qualific.tions in neighbouring 
white schools. We are pleased to note tht ene hats performed 
excellent services since her appointment. 


I have also the application which you received from

As you were asvised when in tne Department, we huve no 
funds especially provided to pay for this extra teacher, but have 
noted the same for our neat year's estimates.

The Department is in receipt of a re ort 
dated December 19, 1240, relatin: to the above noted 
subject and signed by K. Duncen, Superintentent and 
Assistent Director, Criminal Investirstion Rrenech, 
Royal Canedian Mounted Police. 


Mr. Puncan sends forvaré with his rerort 
additional reports received by him from Corporal Ff. A. 
Stevart ané ¥. V. Bruce, Superintendent, Commanéing "7" 
Pivision. It is noted that in both these reports « 
reference is mace to relief costs at the Fel Ground 
Reserve and ea misunderstending seens to exist with re- 
spect to the source or appropriation from which relief 
expenditures are mece. Corporal Sterart states: 


"If micht acd that nearly every Indian 
questiones regarcing this case mace reference 
to the «vestion of relief to the Indian families 
being stornped beceuse of Indian chil‘ren remainine 
away from school. This was particulerly noticed 
when talking to the better ecuceted members of the 
tribe, several remarkins the relief they obteined 
came from moneys pleced in a func for their benefit 
when the treaty was made, anc they consicerec 
neither the teacher nor the Indien azent had any 
richt to deprive them of what was richtfully theirs". 


Superintencent Bruce States: 
"This report discloses what was probably 


the real reason for the assault of “Miss Murphy. 
Insofar as we have been able to ascertain, the

The total expencitures for the last fiseal yeer mace 
from this trust fund amounted to *4.55.

Yransfers of teachers at 
Indian day schools are only authorized in very urgent 
cases and it is scarcely necessary to ade that it is not 
our intention to continue to trensfer teachers from time 
to time in the province of New Brunswick. In oréer that 
there may be no misuncerstanding, therefore, in the 
future, I am anxious that you should read this letter 
very carefully, note its contents and acxnorledve receipt 
of it in due course.

Miss Delphine “Murphy will take charre 
of the Eel Ground School on or about February 3. 
Miss Murphy is returning to the Fel 
Ground School at her own recuvest and on the recommend- 
ation of the Inspector of Indian Schools, Reverenc 
Father Ryan. The Police in their reports have 
suggested that the bodily assault from which “iss 
Murphy has suffered may have been due in part at lenst 
to the reductions that took place in relief aliowances, 
these reductions in some cases haviny been made on her 
recommendation. I am anxious that you should discuss 
this matter with Miss Murnhy, immediately following her 
return to Eel Ground, and following that discussion 
I am Gesirous that you should assume full responsibility 
for the administration of relief on this particular 
reserve. It is @ifficult for me to see how a teacher 
can Go her best work end exercise the influence she 
shovid exercise if she becomes involved from time to 
time in relief matters and in the reduction of relief 
rations. I am of the opinion that the Indian avent, 
and the Indian agent alone, should modify his relief 
policy from time to time in a way that will anpeal 
to his own best judgment. It might be advisable, also, 
to explain to the Indians that you are accepting full 
responsibility for the administration of relief and 
thet the teacher will be responsible in the future 
only for the actual clessroom work in the school.

I have been informed by Reverend Father Ryan that my 
letter of the 25rd ultimo addressed to the Secretary, Mre Macinnes, 
has been referred to your attention. In justice to myself I feel 


that I must write you concerning my request to be given back my 
former schoole 


It is no great surprise for me to learn that you can- 
not understand why I am now willing to return to Eel Ground. I 
shall try to explaine From the very first it was my intention 
to go back to my own school as soon as I feit able to teach. My 
family would not hear of it as there was so much uncertainty about 
the outcome of the case, and they insisted on a changee i was 
assured that the school was still mine, and that the teacher 


named was but substituting until such time as it would be safe to 
return. 


The request of a further change to Burnt Church was 
made without my consent or epproval and wholly for the benefit of 
Miss Hogan. I could not possibly sleep at Burnt Church surrounded 
by the relatives of my would-be assassins. As stated in my last 


letter I have been assured of daily transportation to and from Eel 
Ground so that I shall feel safe. 


I submit to you the above facts and I am disposed to 
think that you will see fit now to allow me to take up the work 
again at Eel Ground, and have Miss Hogan resume former duties at 
Burnt Church. I shall greatly appreciate an early reply as I can- 


not get the full benefit of my leave of absence until this matter 
is settled.

A somewhat similer request was received recently from 
another source end at that time we decided to increase 
Miss Murphy's salary by #50 a year. In this regard I 
would refer you to my letter of June 10. 


AS you are probably aware, Miss Murphy had 
an accident some years ago and, although we did not wish 
to re-appoint her to the Eel Ground School, she insisted 
on obteining that school and we reluctantly acceded to 
her request. It is very unusuel for teachers of Indian 
Gey schools to write to the Minister, as the Departmental 
officials ere at all times willing to reasonably consider 
requests from teachers. The Department wishes you to see 
Miss Murphy st the earliest possible date and point out 
to her that if she is not satisfied with conditions now 
existing at Kel Ground it would be advisable for her to 
apply for a transfer to some other school. 


In her letter to the Minister Miss Murphy 
states that it will cost her $2.50 ea day for transportation 
during the academic year 1944-45. If this figure is 
correct, the Department cannot understand how Miss Murphy 
can efford to pay the amount. Certainly it is not our 
intention to increase her salary more than the amount 
about which you have already been advised.

These children being absent from school for such a long 
period interferes with the teacher's work as practically 
all the lessons must be reviewed and gone over on their 
return making it impossible for the teacher to obtain the 
results thet she should.

referring to erection of a new school on the 
Bel Ground Reserve, and in reply veg to inform 
ou with re dato teachers quarters, that I 
xo not consider it necessary to have sch an addition 
to the school, as there is a very fair_teachers 
residence attached to the old schools I also 
will add that these quarters have not been used by 
the teachers for about eigit years, as they board 
with white people near the reserve, but they are in 
good repair a. fit for occupation if needed. 


With regard to toilets, flush bowls 
were suggested vy the Inspector of Indian schools, 
but my own opinion is that outdoor toilets for this 
school would be quite suitable, and if tiese were 
supplied instead of flush toilets, there would be no 
need of a cesspool or a long Grain. 


If a furnace is installed, and this 
will necessarily have to be in the basement, We migit 
have to construct an ordinery drain of about 100 

| feet in length, to keep the basement dry, but I am 
not sure of this. How would it be to leave the drain 
until after the school is erected and we find whether 
it is needed or not. It would not be an expensive 
job and would not cost any more a little leter than it 
would now. It would take quite a little survey work 
to determine whether water would lodge in the basement 
for not,but as the bal&@ding will be erected on an 
incline to the river, I do not believe it will. 


With regard to the rolling partition, 
it was a recommendation of the In@pector of Indian 
schools and with every respect for his suggestion, but 
I do not think it is necessary.

With reference to your memorandum 
of the 8th instant, I am forwarding herewith, in dup- 
licate, two sketch plans, Schemes A end B, which pro- 
vide the accommodation requested for the above proposed 
school. 


With regard to Scheme A, you will 
note that the Teacher's room has been located above the 
entrance hall and stair, which lecation provides a very 
economical plan. However, if the upsteirs location of 
the teacher's room is not cansidered G@esirable, Scheme B 
shows an alternative arrangement with this room adjacent 
to the classroom. You will note, however, that to keep 
the sizes of these two buildings equal, it has been nec- 
essary to reduce the size of the coat room to the eabsol- 
ute minimum. By increasing the size of the building 
about five feet and making the coat rooms the same size 
as in Scheme A, the cost of the building would be in- 
creased by approximately $500.00. 


It is the opinion of our Architects 
that Scheme A would be more suitabdie for this type of 
school, provided that the upstairs location of the 
teacher's room is acceptable. 


The cost of these buildings is estim- 
ated at approximetely $5,100.00, funds for which it is 
understood are to be provided umnéer the 1939-40 Mstimates. 
I would be pleased if you would kindily submit these plans 
to the Indian Affairs Brench for their consideration. If 
either of the layouts is satisfactory, one copy of the 
@rawings should be simed as approved and returned to this 
office as soon as possible in order thet the working draw- 
ings and specifications can be prepared. Any edditions 
or minor changes desired should be noted on the approved 
arawing so that they may be given proper consideration in 
the preparation of the final plans.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
26th instent in which you intimate that a number 
of Indians have joined together to prevent the 
Giemantling of the old abandoned school on the 
Eel Ground Reserve. 


It is a4ifficult for the officials here to 
understand or interpret correctly this attitude 
on the part of the Indians. It would appear from 
this distence to be an expression of lawlessness. 
The matter is one that should be taken up immediately 
with the police. If these Indians ere attempting 
to arrest, in any way, the work at the school, or 
if they are interfering in any way with the work of 
diamantling the building, the police should be 
notified and these Indiens arrested and brought 
before a court of competent jurisdiction.

She also does not 
approve of the teacher having any material for 
domestic science work, but seys that the material 
should be given to the Inmians to make up instead 
of the teacher. This Mrs.Peter Martin is just 
a trouble maker on the reserve, and I know her 
husband knows nothing of her letter to you.

The worst ise that I found the foundation 
in the rear of school all broken falling down,and all the 
Tear wall bending outside. I have remarked that the founda- 
tion starts only on the top of ground and the frost works 
and brakes ciment end rear part of the building. 
This damage have to be repaired this summer in building new 
Cciment foundation at the rear part and little repairs at 
few other places. I cannot tell you the cost of this work 
it will depend how deep have to dig for good bottom for 
foundation.

of the 6th, instant. File 55-6-1 referring to 
the establishment of a school on the Indian 
Island reserve, and in reply will say that there 
are 18 children permenantly resident on this 
reserve: Ten of whom are between the ages of 5 
ami 16 years. There are then three families with 
8 children who belong to the reserve but who 
move wway in the winter: Those 
Indians should be on the reserve if the children 
could go to school, as some of them go to white 
schools now am then, which is not satisfactory. 


In regard to the length of time a school 
could be open I would say that it should be conducted 
throughout the whole school year. And I would add 
that it appears to me that a domestic science depart- 
ment would be the most necessary part of the school. 
A teacher to take charge of this school should be 
qualified to teach the regular classes am also 
domestic science. At present I have no one in view 
who would umniertake to comiuct such a school, »but I 
think one could be found. 


The building I spoke of in my letter of 
October 29th, can be rented for $25.00 per month, ani 
the owner make all necessary repairs without charge. 


As for the seats and desks, if the 
Department does not have any second hand ones on 
ham in this Province, I think tables and benches 
that I could have made, would answer the purpose until 
we could know if the school would be a success. 


In regard to the salary of a teacher for 
this school I think it would be better for the 
Department to set a figure that they think suitable. 
In this case I think the teacher could reside in 
the same building as used for the school, am provide 
their own board, as there are two comfortable 
rooms in the building besides the room to be used 
for teaching. Salary should cover teaching reguiar, 
ard domestic science classes; also board. 


If there is any other information that 
Zhe Department requires in connection with this 
subject, I will gladly furnish it.

On Indian Island 
reserve, which is situated about nine miles 
from Richibucto,there are about 26 children 
15 of whom are of school age. These children 
have now no opertunity of getting schooling. 
There was a white school situated about 2 
miles from this reserve, ami some of the Indian 
children attended that school, but now it is 
closed with no prospect of ever been opened 
again, and the Indians gre without any chance 


of schooling. 

I might say that at the 
present time some of those children are with 
their parents away from the reserve but would come 
back immediately if a school was established 
on the reserve. A few are attending a white echool, 
and this is not satisfactory, as I often have 
complaints, ani have been asked why I could not 
keep the Indians in their own schools. 


In regard to a school for 
this reserve, I wish to point out that a Domestic 
Science branch would also be necessary, as the 
Indians of this reserve are very much in need of 
instructions along these lines. In regard to this 
I could refer you to Miss Mary Murdoch, as she is 
familiar with conditions on the Indian Island 
reserve. 

I would like to have your 
views of this matter, as I know the Department 
will be willing to do anything that is fair in est- 
abvlishing a school on this reserve if they know 
it is necessary. 
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I would also say in connection with this 
matter that there is a building on the reserve 
which can be fitted up,without much expence, that 
would do temporally for a school andi teachers 
residence, until we would know if the echool 
would be a success. 


I might mention that a teacher whom I 
think would be capable of comiucting such a school 
cal be secured at any time. 


Trusting that you can give this matter 
your attention at the earliest posible momert.

I would advise the Indian Department to allow 
Miss Mary Savage - age 22 - a bright, smart girl, who 
stays with her mother on this very lonesome reserve (as 
the mother would not stay alone) to give the said Mary 
at least $100.00 per year as janitor and helper to her 
mother. She helps her mother in house visiting and in 
general work. She moreover scrubs this school room 
twice a week, sews for the Indians and helps her mother 
in teaching Domestic Science.

Sir,- 


Rev. Father Ryan, in a report on hie recent 
inspection of the new Indian Island Indian Day School, 
states that the work is progressing satisfactorily under 
the charge of Mire. Savage and that both the Indiane and 
their children are taking an interest in the school. The 
Inspector states that a cupboard is required in which to 
keep all echool material, also that another stove is 
necessary. I have to request that you will give an 
estimate of the cost of having a suitable cupboard built 
in the school or having one purchased. You should, also, 
state whether another stove is required and, if so, the 
type and price. These matters should receive your early 
attention. 


You may purchase and have delivered three pounds 
of laundry soap, an inexpensive looking less and a steel 
comb, forwarding certified accounts in the usual manner 
covering the cost. 


Father Ryan has also recommended that iiss Mary 
Savage, daughter of the teacher, who is assisting her mother 
in the work and performing janitor's services and who also 
sewe for the Indiane and panes her mother in teaching domestic 
science and in visiting the Indian homes, be cranted a email 
remuneration for these services.

Reverend Sir: 


I have carefully read your reports regardin, 
your inspection of the Indian schools in New Brunswick 
during the latter part of September. For your information 
I enclose a copy of a letter which is being forwarded 
to Mrs. McZlligost, teacher of the St. Mary's day school. 


The three Indian Agents in New Brunswick are 
also being written and instructed to inform the teachers 
in their Agencies that the Department expects eech teacher 
to regularly attend ea teacher's convention. 


On recent requisitions received from the schools 
in New Brunswick we have been ordering the text books 
authorized in that Province although it is felt that the 
books that have been supplied in the past should fully 
meet the requirements. 


I note that both the enrolment and the average 
attendance at the Kingsclear and Indian Island schools 
has decreased to such an extent thet the Department is 
really not justified in operating schools at these points. 
Due to circumstances beyond our control Mr. Phelan, Chief 
of the Training Division, was unable to go to New Brunswick 
this year but he intends to go in the spring of 1939. At 
thet time you can discuss with him whet action should be 
taken to provide education for the children who have been 
attending these two schools. In the meantime you should 
advise each of the teachers that it is not likely that 
their schools will be re-opened after the end of June. 
This early notice will give them an opportunity of securing 
@ position in ea white school if they so desire.

In view of the very small enrolment 
it is not possible to justify the continuance of 
this school. Inspector Ryan has been so advised 
and requested to notify the teacher that it is 
unlikely that her services will be required after 
the end of June, 1939. 


Mr. Phelan, Chief of the Training 
Division, was unable to visit New Brunswick during 
the past year but will go to that Province next 
spring. At that time it will be decided whet arrange- 
ments can be made for the education of the children 
who are at present ettending the Kingsclear school.

No doubt by this time you have received the resig- 
nation of Miss Rita McDade, teacher in the Indian school here 
at Kingsclear. 


. I did not think a little over a year ago when I ap- 
pealed to you for the appointment of Miss McDade to succeed 
Miss O'Brien that I would have to call on you so soon, but Miss 
McDade has decided to join the ranks of the benedicts and so has 
sent in her resignation as teacher of the Indian school. 


At present in the Province of New Brunswick there is a 
great scarcity of teachers and according to statistics there are 
some 70 schools without any teachers at all. Considering that 
condition, would it be possible to have Mrs. Lloyd Edwards, for- 
merly Miss Stella O'Brien, who is still living in this Parish 

~appointed to the school to finish out the present school year. 
In that case before the opening of the next school year we would 
be able to find a suitable teacher accoring to the requirements 
hat gave me when I visited you in your office over a year ago. 
pH Ve spoken to the Liberal Committee here in York County and also 
to Mr. Peter Hughes of the Federal Committee, and they are both 
agreeable to the appointment of Mrs. Edwards until June. 


I think that you understand my position here and you must 
realize that I have eat heart not only the education of the children 
in temporal things, but also the religious welfare of the children 
as well, and it would be to my mind a much better arrangement to 
have Mrs. Edwards appointed temporarily and thus give us time to 
find a suiteble teacher for a permanent appointment for the next 
school year. May I hope to hear from you regarding this matter. 


I had hoped to see you, but no doubt the pressure of 
business kept you from touring our part of the country this year. 


I wish to renew again our friendship and to send you my kind per- 
sonal regards.
